RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 
REQUIRES BIG APPROPRIATION. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} The rural free delivery 
service will require from the next Con- 


gress a larger appropriation than has 


ever before been allowed for it. It is 
expected that the amount will be in 
the neighborhood of $20,000,000. Last 
Session $12,500,000 was allowed, of which 
$9,000,000 was for maintenance and the 
remainder for new service. 

Under authorization of Congress, 
there have been established since last 
July 1390 new routes, and there are 
2100 that have been agreed on, and are 
yet to be put in operation this year. It 
ig expected that by the end of the pres- 
ent fiscal year there will be in all 21,0¢0 
routes in operation. The estimate is 
made that it will take $12,600,000 to 
operate the routes that will be in ex- 
lstence at the end of the year, and 
$9,008,000 more will be asked to estab- 
lish Additional routes. 

It is Not auniikely that Congress wil! 
appropriate a @eficiency allowance 
amounting to $700,000 or $300,000, to pro- 
vide for new routes that are put oa this 
year.

INTERESTS OF ALASKA. 


PRESENTED TO THE PRESIDENT.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Senator Dil- 
lingham of Vermont. chairman of the 
sub-committee of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Territories, which, on recom- 
mendation of the President, made a 
thorough investigation of Alaskan at- 
fairs during the past summer, had 
half an hours conference with the 
President today. Besides Senator Di- 
lingham, the members of the sub-com- 
mittee were Senators Burnham of New 
Hampshire, Nelson of Minnesota and 
Patterson of Colorado.

One highway, especially 
from Valdes to Eagle City, a distance 
of about 500 miles, would open a rich 
country, and its construction, he de- 
lieved, would develop that section in a 
remarkable way. The people believed, 
he added, that the immense copper de- 
posits north of Valdes would be en- 
ploited if this road were built, and

Guinea pigs were inoculated by the 
professor with bacteria taken from the 
water at these places. He read Hu- 
merous tables, showing the results of 
his analysis in each instance, and these

fatal to the animals inoculated as the 
tests were made from points farthest 
from Chicago. The witness § stated 
that samples taken from the Illinois 
River, between Henry and Upper Pro- 
ria, were the least harmful of all.

How Stars are Made. 

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 
Oct. 2.—Through observations now in 
progress at the Lick Observatory, the 
astronomers have determined some- 
thing of the process by which stars 
are created. 

The Crossley refiector was trained 
upon what was called navoae or new 
stars, and their spectroscopic varia- 
tions carefully studied. Nowa Aurigae, 
Nova Persei and Nova Geminorum 
were observed in July, August and 
September, 1803. and it was found that 
the spectrum of each had changed de- 
cidediy since the last previous ob- 
servations. Nova Geminorum, a twin 
Star, and the most recent arrival in 
the heavens, seems now to have 
reached a nebular state. The spectra 
of Nova Aurigae and Nova Persei in- 
dicate a gradual transition from the 
nebular to the ordinary stellar type.
